WASHINGTON (AP) — V i c e 
President Richard M. Nixon and 
Sen. John F. Kennedy fought a 
bristling television battle

night that left them miles apart 
on most campaign issues.

what he says and is prepared for 
the risk s involved in carrying out 
his threats, the days of the United j 
Nations as an effective instrument 
of world peace are numbered.

The purpose and objective of the 


Leagues as cited in Article II of its j 


eontitution is to “ seek ‘o implant, 


in the youth of the community! 


ideals of good sportsmanship, hon­ 


esty. loyalty, courage and rever­ 
ence; so they may be finer, strong-' 
er and happier you hs who grow 
up to be good clean, healthy ad- 
uits..” 


The same article takes to task 
the “ Win. come what may” atti­ 
tude so often found elsewhere. It 
states, “ The supervisors shall bear 
in mind at all times that the at­ 
tainment 
of exceptional 
a hlet;c 
skill or the winning of games is 
secondary, and that the molding 
of future citizens is of prime im­ 
pel tance.” 


Admission to the Leagues for any 
boy is almost as simple as showing 
up. 


THE 
REQUIREMENTS 
A R E 
hat the boy must have the ap­ 
proval of the league officials, sign­ 
ed by both of h:s parents or by 
his guardian, and must be in phy­ 
sical shape comparable to that re­ 
quired for him to participate in 
sciiool activities He also must ei It­ 
er live in the Salem School Dist­ 
rict or have a Salem or Salem rur- 
jai mailing address. 
The only out and out effort a 
boy must make to participate in 
he program is to sell two adult 
booster memberships in the Leag­ 
ue. In most cases this means the 
boy must have parents. 


To insure the safety of the boys 
, the Leagues are covered with an 
! accident insurance policy from Ap-; 
! ril l ’hrough Sept 
15, as ordered i 
; by the constitution. 
Along with this rule is another; 
■ which states all boys must wear 
(the safety equipment provided, m- 
j eluding protective helmets. 


THE SAME constitution provides 
for expulsion of players not follow-1 


ing the constitution rules. The pro­ 
cedure for expulsion is clearly out­ 
lined in Article VII which states, 


“ The officers and executive com- 
rr.i tee shall have the authority to 


suspend, discharge or otherwise 
clscipline any member, manager 
coach, player or umpire whose con­ 
duct is considered as detrimental 
to the best interest of the Salem 
Junior Baseball League ” 
In the case of the boy up for 


, disciplinary action, hi«, manage; 
I and he will be no ified within 24 


hours of the rule violation to ap­ 
pear before the three members of 
the executive committee. The ap­ 
pearance must be made within 
.three days. 
This type of constitutional action 
not only makes the youth aware of 
his responsibilities but also assures 
that no “ overbearing” youth will 
dominate League activities.
